Slaves in Cuba. — 

It is estimated that under the decree 
which Queen Christina, of Spain, signed a 
day or two ago, not less than two hundred 
inuousand Cuban slaves have been freed. 

In 1869 Cuba started on a scheme of 
gradual emancipation. The plan was a 
conditional freeing of certain classes of 
slaves for whom compensation was to be 
made. In the succeeding seven years the 
number in Cuba was reduced by 136,000, 
and in December, 1778, Cuba still owned 
227,902: negro slaves. 

In 1879, ten years after the first emanci- 
pation law was passed, the law was amend- 
ed. All slaves over 55 years old were at 
once set free and the plan agreed on was as 
follows: The slaves sged from 50 to 55 
were to be freed in 1880; from 45 to 50 in 
1882: from 40 to 45 in 1884, and from 35 to 
40in 1656. The intention of the law was to 
set free those from 30 to 35 years old in 183” 
and those under 30 in 1890. 

Never since the emancipation began has 
there been a time when the owners of the 
slaves were forced to lose their property 
without compensation. Since 1880 the com- 
pensation has been 350 piasters per slave, 
the piaster being the Spanish dollar. 

(jueen Christina, instead of waiting for 
the gradual emarcipation of the slaves, has- 
seen fit to end the whole business by agifoke 
of her pen. pT

does not find himself benefitted to any very 
great degree. The free negro in Cuba is 
paid so little for his work that the scantiest 
living is all Le can hope for.

Tie Cotton Statement, 

The Fivancial chronicles cotton statement 
for the week ending October &th, shows the 
total receipts to be 197,168 bales, against 
156, 465 baks the preceding ‘week, 106,601 
bales the previous week to that and 71,915 
bales three weeks since; making the total re- 
ecipts since the ist of September, 1886, 586,- 
491 bales, against 627,235 bales for the same 
period of 1-5 and showing a decrease since 
September 1, 1686, of 40,744 bales. The 
exports forthe week reached 89,516 bales, 
of which 74,233 were to Great Britain, 4,- 
920 to France aod 10,363 to the rest of the 
continent. 

The figures indicate an increase in the cot- 
ton in sight of 17,121 bales as compared 
with the same date of 18%5, a decrease of 
245,032 bales as compared with the corres- 
ponding date of 1864 and a decrease of 462,- 
799 bales as compared with g£23. 

The tota)s show that the old interior stocks 
have increased during the week 33,480 bales

and are 22,465 bales more than at the same | 


period last year. The receipts at the same 
towns have been 13,129 bales more than the 


same week Jest year, and since September |

the receipts at all the towns are 4,249 bales 
more than for the same time in 1855. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
eince September 1, 1886, have been 650,006 
bales; in 1885 they were 701,170 bales and 
in 1884 were 681,852 bales. 

Atthough the receipts at the outports the 
past week were 197,166 bales, the actual 
movement from plantations was 236,087 
bales, the balance going to increase the 
stecks at the interior towns. Last year the 
receipts from the plantations for the same 
week were 210,010 bales and for 1884 they 
were £223,924 bales. 

The weather has been very favorable for 
crop gathering in the south during the week, 
and in consequence cotton is being picked 
and marketed quite rapidly. The temper- 
ature has been rather low at times, with 
light frosts reported in portions of Arkansas 
and Tennessee, but without injury. In 
some districts of Texas caterpillers are doing 
damage. 


John Bull and the Pig. 

England’s Indian empire is in danger of 
being uprooted by a pig. 

Our dispatches, the other day, stated that 
an outbreak had occurred at Delhi, and seri- 
ous trouble is fearcd. The cause of the row 
is the adulteration of butter with pig's 
fat. 

The English seem to be like the Bourbons. 
They forget nothing and learn nothing. 
They bave not fongotten their old-time 
fights with their Indian subjects over this 
very question, but they have learned noth- 
ing from their bitter experience. 

A revelution over a grease spot seems to 
be a ridiculous thing, but with millions of 
the people of India grease is a serious mat- 
ter. Totouch itis degrading. To eat it is 
to be forever defiled, and death itself is pre- 
ferable to suchinfamy. Knowing the relig- 
ious sentiment of India, the English are do- 
ing avery fooJish ,thing when they tamper 
with pig’s fat. ? 

Only thirty years ago all India was 
drenched in blood on account of this same 
question. Atthat time many of the na- 
tives were utilized as soldiers in the British 
army. Enfield rifles with greased cartridges 
were placed inthe bands ‘of the native sol- 
diers. In biting off the end of a cartridge a 
soldier of course had to touch the accursed 
grease with his lips. This caused a general 
rumpus. The officers endeavored to com- 
promise by allowing the soldiers to break 
off the ends of their cartridges with their 
fingers, but the Indians refused even to 
handle the unclean things. Some of the 
mutineers were then put in irons. The peo- 
ple of Meerut, a city near Delhi, rose and 
liberated the prisoners and butchered the 
ofiicers. The rebellion spread like 
wild fire. The rebels captured Delhi. For 
two years a bloody war was waged. [rit- 
ish valor finally triumphed, but not until 
the enemy had slaughtered thousands of 
men, women and children.

Ido not suppose he was a very 
wonceifal man, but he got on his knees and 
clambered up the rock, and withthe help of 
his armor bearer he hewed down the Phili:- 
tine:;and a man of very ordinary intellectual 
attainments on his knees can storm auything 
for God ava for the truth. We want something 
of the determination of the general who went 
into war, and as he entered his first battle his 
knees knocked together, his physical courage 
not quite up to his moral courage; and he 
looked down at his kuees and said: “Ah, if 
you knew where I was going to take you, you 
wouid shake Worse than that!” 

There is only one question for you to ask, 
and for me to ask—what does God want me to 
du? Where isthe field? Whereisthe work? 
Where isthe anvil? Where isthe prayer: 
meeting? Whereisthe pulpit? And finding 
out what God wants us to do, go ahead and do 
it—all the energies of our body, mind and soul 
enlisted in the undertaking. O, my brethren, 
we have: but little time in which to fight for 
God! You will be dead soon. Put inthe 
Christian cause every energy that God’ gives 
you. “Whattby hand findeth to do, do it 
with alltbhy might; forthereis neither wis- 
dom, nor device, in the grave whither we are 
allhastenirg.”

I 
simply laidin astock that I might need for 
medicinal purposes. Doubtless hundreds of 
otbers have done the same thing; or will do 
itin the next fewdays. This rans up the 
a of liquor sales, without the liquor being 
uecd, 

“There is one thing certain,” said Mr S 
lor, “the $2,000 a day now being en boy 
quer will be saved when the last quart license 
expires. Much of thisis paid by mena who 
1 ke myrelf bave Jaid ina stock that will last 
them perbaps for ten years. The vast bulk 
ct the balance is bougbt by white mea or ne- 
grves Who baven’t the sense to write an order 
tur }:quor or the money to pay fora gallon at 
atime. Ibave watched these gaart rooms 
avd the majority of their patrons are negross, 
The idca that they will sit do wn, write a let- 
ter, buy a cheek or postal order, and send off 
an order for liquor, is ab:urd. When liquor 
istaken out of their sight they will g0 to 
work anddo without it. You will .8e0 the 
money that now goes for liquor putinto in- 
ycetment.” 

“Were you a prohibitionist?” 

“Iwas not; but Lam enenow. Through 
fiiendship to certain parties I did not vote. I 
bave been made one by the imorovement tha; 
even partial probibition has given Atlanta. 
lnetead of hursticg thecity, the benefits it 
bas Cone it cannot b: measured in dollars and 
cents. I bave made investigation in every 
part of the city, and Cox & R-dd and Captain 
Keely are the oun)y meu I asve met yet who 
d«frot say their business is not improved by 
prohibition. Mr. Merritt, the grocer, told me 
ofa man near him who hada grocery store 
ard abarroom inthe same buildivg. His 
grocery sales now amount to more thin basa 
the grocery and ealoon cid. Where acnstomer 
bought ten cents worth of beer he now buys a 
hem.and where he bought neither coffee or 
tvgar, he now buys both. Captain W. D. 
Giant, whodid not vote for prohibition, is 
Low its strong advecate. SHe is the largest 
property owner inthe city, and his rents show 
him tbat prohibition iz a business succes3.”’ 

“You seem to be a etrong pr >hibitionist 
now?” 

“Iam. I wish an election could be ordered 
tomorrow that would settle it for ten years. 
Your manufacturers association is at work try- 
ing to build up curin@ustries. Atlanta must 
prosper by new shops and factories Suppose 
you could assure a capitaliss who was thinking 
of putting up a factory here that prohibition 
was permanent? Don’t you know that would 
be the biggest inducement you could offe:? 
Prohibition means sober workingmen. Sober 
workingmen means prosperous workingmen 
who buy homes, aud that means steady, intel- 
ligent labor, without strikes or disorders. If 
I was sure of prohibition being being perma- 
nent Iwonld put up a tobacco factory here, 
and start with two hundred hands. I wonid 
more than makeup wy freight disadvantages 

jy bquor beivg kept away from my workman. 
I own row twenty lots and houses in Atlanta 
ard I am buying more because of my faith in 
prebibition. 

‘There is one thing infallible. My men 
travel the south. Everywhere prohibition 
towns are the beat towns. The merchants 
have better credit and better business, In 
LaGrange, since the war till prohibition, 
there were more failures than mershants. 
After prohibition, although new-stores were 
added and new firms, there have been bat 
two failures. The town 1s worth five times 
more thanthen. Atlanta will improve just in 
the same degree if she makes prohibition per-
